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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 
AS  OF  APRIL  1,  1940 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  fresh  fruits,  dairy  products,  and 
eggs  were  helow  or  about  a.verage  on  April  1,  the  Agricultural 
, Marketing  Service  reports.  But  stocks  of  frozen  poultry,  meats, 

and  lard  Vvere  well  above  the  193^~3^  April  1 avercige, 

‘ Stocks  of  frozen  poultry  were  27  million  pounds  above  aver- 

age; frozen  and  cured  meats  S6  million  above  and  lard  139  million 
pounds  above. 

Holdings  of  frozen  and  cured  pork  exceeded  the  ^-yeav  aver- 
age by  73  million  pounds,  but  frozen  and  cured  beef  stocks  v/ere 
10  million  pounds  below  the  ipril  1 average. 

Lard  holdings  were  considerably  heavier  than  have  been  re- 
ported for  any  period  on  record. 

Gold  storage  holdings  of  apples  were  538,000  bushels  below 
those  of  April  1,  1939*  95^>0^0  bushels  below  the  ^-year  av- 

erage. 

Total  frozen  and  preserved  fruit  stocks  were  about 
1,000,000  pounds  below  those  of  a year  earlier  but  almost  20  mil- 
lion pounds  above  the  average. 

Creamery  butter  stocks  were  7^  million  pounds  smaller  than 
those  on  hand  on  April  1,  1939 » I3  million  pounds  less  than 
average . 

American  cheese  stocks  were  7 million  pounds  below  those 
of  a year  earlier  and  3 million  below  average. 

Stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  a quarter  of  a million  cases 
less  than  those  on  hand  a year  ago  and  about  a third  of  a mil- 
lion below  average.  Brozen  egg  stocks  also  indicate  a similar 
trend,  being  I6  million  pounds  below  April  1,  1939 » I5  mil- 
lion pounds  below  average. 

Total  case  equivalent  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  were  near- 
1 ly  three-quarters  of  a million  cases  below^  a year  earlier  and  805,000 

/ cases  less  than  average.  The  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation 

holds  53,000  cases  of  shell  eggs  for  relief  distribution  that  are  in- 
cluded in  the  total  reported. 

Reports  from  202  public  cold  storages  a5  of  April  1 indicate  a 
reduction  in  occupancy  from  March  1,  of  2 percent.  The  revised  report 
as  of  March  1,  representing  256  plants,  shov;s  an  average  occuuancy 
for  the  United  States  of  44  percent.  The  April  1 preliminary  report 
shows  an  average  of  42  percent.  Cooler  occupancy  remains  the  same 
for  April  as  for  March,  but  freezer  occupancy  v/as  reduced  from  64  to 
57  percent  of  the  available  net  piling  space. 
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FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  ' 


FRESH  FRUITS 

Net  reductions  in  cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  during  March 
totaled  the  equivalent  of  5>^29,000  "bushels.  This  quantity  is  slight- 
ly below  average  for  the  period  and  also  slightly  below  the  reduction 
for  March  1939-  April  1 stocks  were  ^SS\CjOO  bushels  less  than  those 
on  hand  April  1,  1939 > said  951  >000  bushels  less  than  the  ^-year 
(1934-3^)  April  1 average. 


FROZEN  FRUITS 

'Total  stocks  of  all  frozen  and  preserved  fruits  were  90,002,000 
pounds  or  1,15S,000  pounds  less  thai  April  1,  1939 > holdings.  April  1, 
1940,  stocks  exceeded  the  ^-yeav  average  by  19,433 >000  pounds.  The 
net  reduction  in  stocks  during  March  totaled  l4,9H>000  pounds.  Of  the 
approximately  90  million  pounds  reported,  I6, 914,000  pounds  were  un- 
classified as  to  variety. 


FROZEN  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  totaled  55>^40,000  pounds,  of  which 
quantity  2,S90,000  pounds  were  unclassified.  The  apparent  net  with- 
drawals of  all  frozen  vegetcwbles  during  March  totaled  5 >557 >000  pounds. 
April  1,  1940,  holdings  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier  by  4,547,000 
pounds .

Frozen  egg 
stocks  were  15,387,000  po^nids  less  than  a year  earlier  and  14,998,000  pounds  below  average. 

TIC  of  all  poultry  were  reduced  by  29,312,000  pounds.  April  1 holdings,  totaling 

pounas,  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier  by  24,460,000'  and  the  5-year  average  by

73 > ^67, 000  pounds. 

frozen  and  cured  beef  stocks  declined  from  March  1 by  2,130,000 
pounds.  The  72,573,000  pounds  on  hand  April  1 were  in  excess  of 
April  1,  1939*  holdings  3l» 003,000  but  below  the  3-year  average  by 
9,367,000  pounds. 

Lard  stocks  were  again  higher  than  for  any  period  on  record.
